curing information in regard to the 
movement oC crops;

complete report of the volumo of goods 
held in cold storage in the many stor- 
age houses throughout tho country; a 
discrimination in time and rate against 
various kinds of products and different 
locations; manipulation of prices by 
spoculator." and food 
exchanges 
at

exchanges arid speculators on the one 
hand and the

Amplifying his suggestion, he adds: 
"The method of selection of cadets
